A New Invention For Carrying Sound With- 


out Wires. 


When walking through the laboratory 


of the Volta bureau with Dr. A. Grahadji. 
Bell, the inventor of the telephone,".!, 
picked tip on one of the shelves a piece 
of piuo board about half an inch thick 
aud eight inches square. Out of the cen- 
ter of it extended a speaking tube, 
•which apparently rested against _a, thin 
disk of bright metal sunk'into the oppor. 
sites side. This metal was like a Silver 
mirror, and was about as large around 
as the bottom of a tumbler. I askea\Dr. 
Bell what it was, and he told me that 
it was a perfected instrument, ^hose 
original construction enabled him to 
project his voice from one point to an- 
other through the medium of a sunbeam. 
It enabled him, in other •Words, 'to send 
Eotinds nlong a ray of light without the 
aid of nn electric wire. He took the in- 
strument ai>d put the tube to his mouth, 
holding t.bo mirror so that it caught the 
Bun and cast^ a -littlo^shadow. djs? 
light on tHe opposite wall.' Then by 
breathing slightly he made this shadow 
increase and diminish, and assume va- 
rious shapes by the action of his breath 
against the mirror diaphragm. 


"That shows you," said ho, "how 


the action of the diaphragm is carried 
along the ray. Now, if you will put a 
little bottle with some soot in it where 
that shadow is on the wall, and speak 
into the tube, you will find that the 
sound will travel along that ray of 
light, and by having a receiver connect- 
ed with the bottle one would bo able to 
hear what you are saying. 
'We have 


spoken by this means to and from points 
200 yards apart, and there seems to be 
no reason to doubt that speech may be 
sent along a beam of light for great dis- 
tances. 
In our experiment ill thia we 


first used selenium, a very rare sub- 
stance, and very sensitive to light. We 
have found, however, that we can pro- 
duce very good resr.lts with common 
soot, and the discoveries may yet be 
made which will make such an ia- 
vontion commercially practicable."— 
World's Progress.

OPPOSED TO 
UNIFICATION. 


The plotocratic papers which pretend 


to be for free coinage, are strenuously 
opposing unification of the Silver forces 
and advise the Populists to run a 
straight ticket aad make no combina- 
tion with thB straightout Silvtr men. 


That is tne kind of advice that every 


emmissary of Wall street, every gold 
man in the country, whether ditguised 
as a Republican, a Democrat or a Pop- 
ulist, is giving the people. Tho gold 
standard men -know that a unification 
of the free coinags elements of nil par- 
ties meaus tha downfall of the gold 
trust and the election of a free coinage 
Prasident. To prevent this they will 
resort to every mean? withm their 
power. Men whose prejudices over- 
balance their judgment ate encouraged 
to remain with the old partieo di.^ 
placeisma, above prosperity. They are 
advised to pay more attention to party 
nurnes than to paity principles, and 
keep aloof from those with whom they 
agree on the main issue.and with whom 
they differ only oa minor matters,. 
Money will be lavishly expended to 
engender strife ra the ranks of those 
who believe that tho cause of ths pres- 
ent depiession is the contraction of the 
currency, incident to the maintenance 
of the gold standard, for a unification 
ol the silver men would insure the elec- 
tion of a Silver President. 


It is now quite probable that Silver 


Bepublicaus, led by Teller and others, 
will not support the nominee of tbo St. 
Louis Convention for President. It is 
also evident that the Silver Democrats 
will not support the Chicago nominee 
if he be a gold standurd advocate. If 
these Silver Republicans and Demo- 
crats unite with the Silver and Populist 
Conventions at St. liouio, and all nom- 
inate a Presidential ticket, svho can 
doubt the election of that ticket next 
November? If, however, thioagh the 
machinations of the gold men, all these 
elements aro divided and support dif- 
erent persons for President, the \\a!l 
street e.-.ndidate, whether he bs A!C- 
Kinler, Ulison, Reed, Mortoii or baer- 
man (wi> have a walkover, and the ri- 
nancial policy of Cleveland, v, inch is 
the Republican policy, *vill be toatin- 
ued for four years more. 


Do the people want a contia uation of 


the single gold standard, with all tbe 
misery that it entails? If they do they 
will create dissensions among those 
who are opposed to it and insure the 
election of a goldbug President; if they 
do not they will make common cause 
against a common enemj, ignore minor 
differences, unite on a candidate who 
is pledged to free coinage and elect 
him President of the United States.

IB also called the native tiger; but, 
strange to say, it is not even a cousin to 
zebra.wolf or tiger, belonging to the 
same family as the kangaroo, the slow 
and gentle wombat and tbe sly old opos 
sum—all those animals that carry their 
babies in their pockets. 


The eyes, which are large, are furnish- 


ed -with n membrane, like tbe eyes of 
owls, and this is called the nictitating 
membrane. This is almost continually 
moving in tho daytime, as tho eyes are 
exposed to more or less of sunshine. 
\Yithont this membrane the amount of 
light admitted through the large pupil 
vion!d pnzzle the zebra wolf.

These stripes are usually 14 
in unuiher, beginning jnst back ol the 
phonUlerfc, where they are narrowest, 
ami gio-wmg hroader and longer back o) 
the haunches. The skins are in demand 
for bp robes and rugs, which gives an 
audeil reason for hunting the wearers.

When they came, it was thought Great 
Britain would be too cold for them 
but* there seems to be no reason why 
they should not thrive even in Canada 
as they have been known to live on the 
mountains of Tasmania, 8,500 fee 
above the sea level, where the ground is 
sometimes covered with snow for 
weeks and frosts are severe.

Platform of the California State 


Convention. 


First.—The People's party of tho' 


State of California reaffirm the princi- 
ples of the Omaha platform and de- 
mand direct legislation by the initiative 
referendum and proportionate repre- 
sentation. 


Second.—We denounce the policy of 


the Democratic and Bepablican par- 
ties in maintaining the gold standaid 
and in issuing bonds to purchase gold 
to pay National obligations, which are, 
on their face and by law, payable in 
either gold or silver coin. And we 
condemn the hypocrisy of the Kepub- 
lican party for 
denouncing Grover 


Cleveland for so issuing bonds, while 
it has, by its Bepresentatives in Con- 
gress, upheld that policy and refused 
to vote for bills presented by Populist 
Senators to restrain the issue of sucu 
bonds without the consent of Con- 
gress. 


Third.—We demand that whenever 


monopoly becomes oppressive, it shall 
be taken possession of by, and owned 
and operated in the interest of the peo- 
ple, just remuneration'being first made 
for the property taken. 


Fourth.—We oppose and denounce 


all bills to fund or extend the pay- 
ments of the Pacific Railroad debts 
and we oppose any settlement by which 
these roads are to remain in the hands 
of any private person or corporation 
unless these debts are paid in full at 
maturity; and unless so paid, we de- 
mand that the Government, by virtue 
of the terms of the mortgages, enter 
into and take possession of these roads 
and operate the same as National enter- 
prises in the interest of the people; and 
upon foreclosure, if there is a defi- 
ciency, that (he Government pursue 
every legal or equitable remedy to re- 
cover any such deficiency from those 
responsible therefor. 


Fifth.—We favor genuine protection 


to American labor by the restriction of 
foreign labor and by a true American 
system of finance which will render 
justice to labor and ^industry and re- 
strain the evils of usury. And we de- 
mand the creation of a National non- 
partisan tariff tribunal of experts by 
Congress, which shall be under the 
control of Congress, to the end that 
the tariff agitation may be taken out of 
politics, and to the end that the tariff 
schedules shall be so adjudged that 


i they shall result to the benefit of labor

We renew and emphasize our demand 


for the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver with gold at the ratio of 16 to 1. 


The following plank, submitted by 


the special committee appointed to 
draft a financial resolution, was with- 
held to await the action of the National 
Convention: 


We are in favor of sound money, and 


define the same to consist of gold and 
silver and United States notes, full le- 
gal tender for all debts, public and pri- 
vate, issued by the general Govern- 
ment, without the inter mention of bank- 
ing corporations and in volume suffi- 
cient to transact the business of the 
country on a cash basis, and demand 
tho restoration of silver to the place it 
occupied before its demonetization in 
1873.
